We’re in 
the dark 

Town inspector says street lights switch-i 
is hampering efforts to halt ‘crime spike’ 


A SUDDEN dramatic 
increase in crime is 
continuing to hit 
Haverhill - and a leading 
policeman believes lack 
of street lighting could 
be contributing to the 
problem.

Last week Inspector 
Peter Ferrie, sector 
commander for Haverhill, 
reported a week-long 
‘crime spike’ in the town, 
with burglaries of homes , 


sheds and garages shoot¬ 
ing up to almost double 
those for the previous year. 

This week the trend has 
continued and the figures are 
even worse, with six house 
burglaries in just a week, 
compared to four last week, and 
one the year before. There were

A VIOLENT prisoner 
who went on the run 
after being sprung 
from the clutches of 
Highpoint prison 
officers by an armed 
accomplice is today 
being hunted by 
police. 

Andrew Farndon, 
who is serving an 
indeterminate jail 
sentence for a brutal 
hammer attack, made 
the “planned” escape 
as he was being 
escorted from the 
prison in Stradishall to 
West Suffolk Hospital 
in Bury St Edmunds 
for treatment 
yesterday. 

It is understood the 
26 -year-old inflicted a 
serious knife wound 
on himself in prison, 
before being taken to 
the hospital’s Accident 
& Emergency (A&E) 
department in a taxi

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Man who claimed benefit for 
house he owned is convicted 

A MAN has been convicted of benefits fraud by 
claiming housing benefit for a property he owned 
after a magistrates’ court trial. 

Gary Lane, 42, was fined £300 and ordered to pay 
£300 towards prosecution costs by Bury St 
Edmunds magistrates. 

They heard that between May 10 and October 31 
2010, Lane, of Ufford Place, Haverhill, made a 
representation for the purpose of obtaining benefit 
under the Social Security Administration Act 1992, 
which he knew to be false by claiming housing 
benefit as a tenant of a house when he was the 
registered proprietor of the freehold property. Lane 
received housing benefit overpayment of more than 
£3,400, which has been repaid in full. 

Lane denied the offence, but magistrates found him 
guilty. 

Inquest into death of driver 

AN inquest has been opened and adjourned into 
the death of a driver who died in an early morning 
crash last Friday. 

The inquest into the death of Adrian Lange, 24, 
from Ovington Place, Haverhill, was opened by the 
West Suffolk Coroner on Tuesday. 

Mr Lange died when he was driving along Westley 
Lane, Horringer, and was involved in a collision 
with a van. 

Burglars smash patio door 

A PATIO door was smashed to get into a house and 
electrical equipment stolen. 

The break-in happened between 7pm on Sunday 
and 2pm on Monday at Fritton Court, Haverhill. An 
Xbox 360 and controller and two 4ft acoustic 
speakers were taken. 

Police would like to hear from anyone who was in 
the area at the time, who saw anything suspicious.

SNOOKER players with 
disabilities got some VIP 
treatment when they paid a visit 
to the recent Masters Snooker 
competition in London. 

Tim Squires, who runs the 
popular Snookability sessions at 
Haverhill Ex-Serviceman’s Club, 
took five players from the 
Haverhill Community Resource 
Unit and nine from Granta School 
in Linton to the event at 
Alexandra Palace. 

Tim was able to get tickets for 
the event as he has passed his 
world snooker coach 
qualification. The group, with 
ages ranging from 14 to 50, were 
able to see themselves on 
television and meet some of the 
cp players taking part. 


Since he started running

also another nine burglaries from 
sheds or garages, the same number as 
the previous week, compared to just 
three in the same period of the 
previous year. 

Insp Ferrie repeated his appeal to 
the public to protect their property by 
locking their homes, gates and sheds. 
The majority of the most recent 
crimes were in the Chimswell estate 
area of the town and he was 


concerned that switching off street 
lights in the area after midnight could 
be a factor. 

Many street lights in Haverhill and 
across Suffolk have been switched off 
from midnight until 5.30am since 
Suffolk County Council introduced a 
new system of intelligent street 
lighting last year, estimated to save 
about £500,000 a year on energy bills. 

The county council said there had 
been a reduction in crime in other

areas of the country where street 
lighting had been reduced at night. 

However, the inspector said: “Last 
week I would have said that I could 
not be sure whether street lighting 
was having any effect, but after 
speaking to one of my officers I am 
concerned about it. 

“PC Simon Bourne was out on 
patrol late night on a push-bike and 
he said he said he could not believe 
how dark it was on the estates, 
particularly the Chimswell. 
He literally could not see 
anything at all. 

“He could not see if 
anyone was moving about 
and he would not have 
been able to see if 
anything was going on. I 
cannot say for certain if 
the street lights going out 
is having an effect on the 
crime, but it is making it 
difficult for us to find and 
catch anyone, if it is pitch 
black when we go out 
there. 

“It has been another bad 
week for us and I will be 
very concerned if it 
continues. We will be 
continuing the work we 
started last week, 
patrolling late at night and 
in plain clothes, until we 
catch these people. It is 
disappointing, but I am 
convinced it may only be a 
couple of people causing 
this crime spike. 

“Until we catch them I 
am desperate for people to 
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take basic crime prevention measures 
to stop this happening. Lock your 
doors, your garden gates, your sheds 
and your garages.” 

Inspector Ferrie went along to 
Tuesday night’s town council meeting 
and town councillors shared his 
concerns. Mayor Cllr Maureen Byrne 
said: “I think a lot of people have been 
frightened by the increase in break- 
ins and two elderly individuals have 
approached me to say that if they 
hear something in their gardens, they 
can not see anything if the look out 
the window, because there are no 
lights. 

“It is a concern to the town council 
and we will be writing to the lighting 
department to see if anything can be 
done. We believe if they lit one in 
three lights it would give people the 
opportunity to see what is going on.” 

Ironically, year-on-year crime 
figures for the town show dramatic 
reductions in most categories, 
compared to the three previous years, 
with overall crimes involving theft of 
property down by almost 10 per cent. 

The new street lighting system can 
be controlled remotely and one light 
in Haycocks Road, Haverhill, was 
switched back on last November, after 
a Weekly News story highlighted a 
protest by resident Gary Byers about 
the danger of pitch darkness at steep 
steps behind his home. 

Weekly News readers have 
repeatedly spoken of their concerns 
about the effects of switching off 
street lights (see page 6). 

Suffolk County Council had not 
responded to requests for a comment 
as the Weekly News went to press this 
morning (Thursday). 


New court date tor man 
who admits sex assault 


A MAN who failed to turn up 
to court to be sentenced for 
sexual assault has been given 
a new court date. 

Latvian Kristaps Andersons, 
26, pleaded guilty in 
November to groping the 
breasts of a woman as she 
walked past him in Castle Hill, 


Cambridge, while his friends 
stood round and laughed. 

Andersons, of Elmden 
Place, Haverhill, will be 
sentenced at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court for sexual 
assault, public disorder and 
common assault on February 
15. 
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Man hit two police 
cars during chase 

A MAN who crashed into two 
patrol cars during a police 
chase is to be sent to Crown 
court for trial. 

Hanif Shaken, 24, appeared 
before Bury St Edmunds 
magistrates on Thursday, 
January 19 by video link, when 
his application for bail was 
refused. He was remanded in 
custody until January 26, when 
his case is due to be 
committed to Ipswich Crown 
Court. 

Ros Keppleman, prosecuting, 
said Shaken was involved in 
collisions with two police 
vehicles before he was 
stopped. In his BMW, officers 
found £2,500 in cash and at 
his caravan in Stradishall more 
than £10,000 of cannabis. 
Shaken, of Home Farm, 
Edmunds Hill, Stradishall, gave 
no indication of his plea to 
charges of dangerous driving in 
Cambridge, possessing 
cannabis with intent to supply 
and possessing criminal cash, 
all on December 13 last year. 

Rude words are 
sprayed on cars 

OFFENSIVE words were 
sprayed over four vehicles 
parked overnight. 

The incident happened 
between Saturday and Sunday 
when white paint was sprayed 
over a number of vehicles 
parked in Broad Street and 
Withersfield Road, Haverhill, 
with offensive words sprayed 
onto the windows of four of the 
vehicles. 

Police want to hear from 
anyone who was in the area, 
who may have noticed any 
unusual activity around 
vehicles or someone with white 
paint on their hands or clothing. 
Anyone with information 
relating to the damage or who 
caused it should contact 
Haverhill Police on 101. 

Man in court on 
burglary charge 

A MAN has appeared in court 
charged with a daytime 
aggravated burglary. 

Police were called at about 
10.50am last Thursday to an 
address in Clarendon Road, 
Haverhill, following a report 
from the occupant of the 
property that someone was 
trying to break in. 

Officers arrested 29-year-old 
Lee Holland a short time later 
at another address in the town. 
Holland, of Wellington Terrace, 
Haverhill, was transferred to 
Bury Police Investigation 
Centre where he was charged 
on Friday. 

He appeared at South East 
Suffolk Magistrates’ Court on 
Saturday and was remanded in 
custody until his next 
appearance at Ipswich Crown 
Court on February 2.

Gunman terror 
for prison staff 
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accompanied by two guards. 

Upon arrival, a waiting 
gunman confronted the male 
and female prison officials and 
threatened them with his 
weapon, before fleeing with 
Farndon across the car park, 
Suffolk Police said. 

His escape is the second in 
just a week, after an “extremely 
dangerous” category A prisoner, 
murder suspect John Anslow, 
was sprung from a prison van 
after it left Hewell Prison in 
Worcestershire. 

Police said they were 
contacted just after 6.50pm by 
hospital staff who witnessed the 
incident. The prison officers, 
who had travelled from 
Highpoint, called moments 
later. 

Farndon previously escaped 
by leaping from the dock at 
Coventry Crown Court in 2007, 
but was sentenced in his 
absence to an indeterminate 
sentence for public protection 
(IPP) and told he must serve at 
least two years before being 
considered for parole. 


He was found guilty of 
grievous bodily harm after a 
hammer attack that left his 
victim with a fractured skull, but 
officials classed him as a 
category C prisoner - meaning 
he was deemed unlikely to make 
a determined escape attempt. 

Det Chief Insp Nick Bennett 
said Farndon had been taken to 
hospital in a saloon from a local 
taxi firm, after reporting the 
serious but non life-threatening 
knife wound. He said he 
understood it was standard 
practice to transport prisoners 
to hospital by taxi unless there is 
a “specific risk”. 

He added: “He was 
handcuffed to a female prison 
officer who removed the 
handcuffs when threatened with 
the handgun. A male prison 
officer was also escorting him.” 

The guards, both in their late 
20s to early 30s, are being 
questioned by police. No one 
was hurt in the incident. 

Mr Bennett said: “He 
(Farndon) was convicted of 
GBH which barring murder 
makes him as dangerous as you 


can get. We know at least two 
people are involved, maybe 
more. Members of the public 
should not approach him.” 

Police said a force helicopter 
scoured the area following the 
escape, while dogs were 
deployed. 

Officers also interviewed a 
number of members of the 
public who witnessed the 
incident and recovered a 
number of items from the area, 
Mr Bennett added. 

Farndon is described as white 
with a goatee beard, and was 
wearing a dark blue baseball cap 
and a light coloured jumper that 
was padded on the right side 
due to his injury. 

The man with the gun is 
described as white, in his mid 
40s, around 5ft 8ins tall and of 
stocky build. He possibly had a 
Scottish accent and was wearing 
a white top and blue jeans. 

It is thought they may have 
escaped in a dark coloured car. 

A spokeswoman said a full 
Prison Service inquiry would 
follow. 
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Thief spared 
jail sentence 


A JUDGE has decided 
against activating a 
suspended prison sen¬ 
tence on a man who 
admitting stealing from a 
supermarket. 

Joseph Tillett went to Ipswich 
Crown Court on Tuesday facing 
the possibility that some or all of 
the 12-month sentence he had 
previously been given for 
burglary would be activated. 

But after hearing of the 
progress that Tillett had made 
and his efforts to keep away 
from others who might lead him 
into criminal activity, Judge 
John Devaux allowed him to 
walk free. 

Tillett, 22, who has no 
permanent accommodation 
and stays on friends’ sofas at 
night, will remain the subject of 
the suspended sentence, which 
has another year to run. 

Prosecutor Michael Crimp 
said that on October 8 last year, 
Tillett and another man had 
been seen acting suspiciously in 
Haverhill’s Tesco. 

After paying for a pint of milk 
they tried to leave but were

stopped by staff, who found that 
Tillett had stolen saucepans and 
cutlery. 

The second man fled but after 
a violent struggle Tillett was 
detained and handed over to 
police. When interviewed, Tillett 
was shown CCTV recordings 
and admitted what he had done 
but refused to name the other 
man involved. 

At a previous hearing before 
magistrates Tillett pleaded guilty 
to theft. Mr Crimp said that 
earlier this month Tillett had 
been sentenced at Cambridge 
Crown Court to 12 months’ 
imprisonment, suspended for 
24 months, for burglary. 

Tillett and another man had 
been to Cambridge to buy 
cannabis and when returning 
home decided to burgle a house 
in Haverhill Road during the 
early hours of June 30. 

The occupant had been 
asleep at the time and the pair 
stole several cameras. 

Elizabeth White, defending, 
urged Judge Devaux not to 


activate the suspended 
sentence because of the 
progress Tillett had made 
working under the supervision 
of the Probation Service. 

Miss White told the court: “He 
says he acted stupidly. He had 
been to Tesco for breakfast. He 
acted impulsively in an 
opportunistic manner.” 

Tillett, who was easily 
influenced by others, had 
demonstrated his deter¬ 
mination to curb his offending 
by refusing a place at a hostel to 
solve his accommodation 
problem because he feared it 
would bring him into contact 
with others who could subject 
him to pressure. 

Judge Devaux said that he 
was not activating the 
suspended sentence because of 
the exceptional circumstances. 

Tillett was instead sentenced 
to 40 hours’ community work, 
in addition to the 100 he had 
remaining from a previous 
sentence. 

He warned Tillett that any 
future breach of the suspended 
sentence was likely to result in 
immediate custody. 


Heads up on new sculpture

A GIANT face sculpture with 
television monitors in its eyes 
will soon be taking pride of 
place in Haverhill town centre 
and keeping shoppers informed 
of local news and events. 

Arts students at Samuel 
Ward Academy in the town 
have been giving up their 
Sunday mornings to work on 
the project over the past year to 
create the exciting new piece of 
public art as part of a £750,000 
scheme to revamp the town’s 
High Street. 

Neil Williams, head of art at 
the school, said he believed the 
sculpture would be the first of 
its kind anywhere in the world 
and as well as looking very 
attractive, would also serve a 
useful function by informing the 
local community. 

He said: “The kids are so 
excited about it; there’s a real 
buzz about the place. There are 
loads of face sculptures, but 
this one would also provide a 
media hub, with interactive 
screens so that people can 
choose what they want to see. It 
could feature local bands or 
have live feeds from sports 
events. We could broadcast 
local news and ads for local 
companies. 

“The idea is to stand it on a 
small plinth which would 
incorporate a seat, so that 
people can sit and have a rest 
and watch the screens. It will 
be made up stainless steel, 
using scraps that would have 
ended up in a skip, so it won’t 
cost anything at all. We are 


using wooden pro-formas and 
it is based on the Face of 
Haverhill. It will be reflective 
stainless steel and will look 
like an Oscar in the middle of 
Haverhill, wearing sunglasses 
and headphones. 

“We would like to put it in 
the area near Lloyds and 
Boots, and perhaps even

It is 
part of the rejuvenation of 
Haverhill and we hope to have 
it in position by the beginning 
of July.”

Residents’ relief 
as bus services 
are relaunched 


RESIDENTS who were 
concerned when a town 
centre bus service stopped 
operating received good 
news this week when a new 
operator started it up again. 

Many elderly residents on the 
Parkway and Chalkstone estates 
in Haverhill were left stranded 
between Christmas and the New 
Year period when ABC Taxis went 
into administration and its bus 
services in the town and 
surrounding villages were 
suspended. 

Steve Hearn, proprietor of new 
taxi company Star Cars, said: “We 
have started them up again this 
week. There are a few changes to 
the timetable, but we will be 
running the same routes as 
before. 

“People can get timetables on 
the buses or at our office in the

High Street.” 

Jean Buckton, 81, who lives on 
the Chalkstone estate, said she 
felt the old service would have 
been better used if people had 
know more about when the buses 
were coming and hoped a 
replacement service would be 
provided. She said: “This bus 
drops me right at the door, where 
as the Stagecoach one coming 
from Cambridge is less frequent 
and stops at the bottom of the 
hill, which is quite a walk if I have 
heavy shopping. 

“Also the Stagecoach one does 
not always turn up and that really 
annoys me. Just because we are 
old does not mean we have 
nothing else to do. I am 81, so I 
don’t know how much longer I 
have got and I don’t want to 


waste it waiting for a bus that is 
not coming.” 

County councillor Anne Gower 
contacted the council’s public 
transport section amid fears the 
service might not be replaced. 
She said: “I am sorry to hear that 
a local company has gone into 
administration but I understand 
that the county council 
commissioned services are 
covered. 

“However, my residents are 
concerned about the bus services 
that ABC provided and they feel 
that vulnerable families/elderly 
folks living on the Parkway 
particularly will become isolated 
unless the bus services are taken 
on by a new company or Star 
Cars.” 

School contracts and other 
work previously done by ABC will 
also be taken over by the new 
company.

MR joins battle 
for road safety

AN MP has thrown his 
weight behind a bid by 
parents to improve road 
safety close to a school. 

Matthew Hancock, MP for 
West Suffolk, paid an early- 
morning visit to Place Farm 
Primary School in Camps Road, 
Haverhill, at the request of 
Madeleine Vigar, head of the 
Castle Partnership, to which the 
school belongs. 

He joined parents walking 
their children to school in the 
morning to witness the traffic 
chaos they have to deal with. 

Although there is a zebra 
crossing in Camps Road where 
pupils can cross, the road is 
congested with parked vehicles, 
and the access road to the school 
also serves Place Court resi¬ 
dential home for the elderly and 
Haverhill ambulance station. 

Mr Hancock said: “I am sorry 
to hear about the traffic 
problems at Place Farm Primary 
School. 

“The safety of our children 
must come first. I talked to

teachers and parents at the 
school gate and will do what I 
can to help.” 

Ms Vigar said Mr Hancock was 
supporting their plan for Suffolk 
County Council to provide a 
crossing patrol in Crowland 
Road, so that a gate leading into 
the school there could be opened 
and provide an alterative access 
to ease the pressure. 

The school currently has about 
350 pupils but this is likely to rise 
to about 400, due to extra year 
groups attending after the recent 
schools reorganisation changes 
from a three-tier to a two-tier 
system in the town. 


Ms Vigar said: “There have 
always been problems - there are 
just too many buildings using 
one entrance. 

“As our numbers have risen the 
problem has got worse and the 
safety of our children is para¬ 
mount. 

“Traffic-calming measures 
have been put in at the front of 
the school, but it has not really 
helped. 

“We would like to open the 
back gates but we don’t want 
anybody to get hurt, so we 
cannot do so until measures are 
taken to provide a safe crossing 
point in Crowland Road.” 


Hancock backs immigration reforms 


MP Matthew Hancock 
has welcomed plans to 
reform the immigration 
and benefits system. 

Mr Hancock made his 
comments after the 
Department for Work 
and Pensions (DWP) 
published for the first 
time estimates of the 
number of working age 
foreign nationals 
claiming benefits in the 
UK. The figures were 
calculated and published 
as part of an effort to 
ensure benefits are paid 
out only to foreign 
nationals in highly 
defined circumstances. 

The DWP estimates 


that in Eastern England 
there are more than 
19,000 foreign nationals 
claiming benefits out of 
371,000 countrywide. 

Before this exercise, 
the DWP had no reliable 
way of determining 
eligibility for benefits on 
the grounds of 
nationality. They relied 
on self-reporting a 
change in immigration 
status from the claimant. 

The Government is 
exploring ways to 
regularly and effectively 
review the immigration 
status of benefit 
claimants to drive down 
fraudulent claims. The 


DWP is also planning on 
amending the law to 
enable them to cancel 
the payment of benefits 
much more quickly. 

Mr Hancock said: 
“This failing is indicative 
of the state that the 
Labour government left 
the country’s 
immigration and 
benefits system. Large 
numbers of people who 
have never contributed 
anything to the welfare 
system have been 
consistently taking 
money out of it. 

“I am a strong 
supporter of efforts to 
sort out the tatters of an 


immigration and 
benefits system left by 
Labour. We need a 
system that helps those 
who work hard and do 
the right thing to 
succeed, while 
supporting the most 
vulnerable. But the 
immigration and 
benefits systems have for 
too long promoted a 
something-for-nothing 
culture, which needs to 
be addressed. Thankfully 
the proposed reforms 
mean we are at last 
moving in the right 
direction.”

I WOULD just like 
to start by saying 
thank you to all 
of those who gave 
me feedback on my 
last article. 

I had a few people 
contact me and tell me 
they were going to try 
the halloumi bake and 
others who had tried it 
and loved it, so that's 
great. 

This article is about 
the wonderful cut of 
meat called ham hock. I 
remember having this 
years ago when my 
lovely late grandfather 
used to make his 
delicious ham and lentil 
soup. Grandad was born 
and bred in Belfast and 
this was one of the many 
cheap hearty meals that 
he used to make. 

The ham hock is the 
cut of meat which is just 
above the ankle and 
normally at the front of 


the leg - it is sometimes 
know as the shank or 
pork knuckle. They 
come raw, cooked, cured 
and smoked. As you 
know I like to source 
locally as much as 


possible and you can 
buy this cut of meat at 
the friendly and helpful 
butchers in Kedington. 

My recipe today is 
smoked ham hock with 
wild rice and French 


beans. This dish is 
wonderful and light, has 
loads of flavour and is 
great warm or cold. It 
would be a good meal to 
take to work for a 
healthy lunch. 


Hannah’s ham hock ■ 


Ingredients 

2 smoked ham hocks 
(soaked overnight) 

1 onion (peeled and halved) 

1 carrot (peeled and cut in to 
chunks) 

1 stick of celery (roughly 
chopped) 

2 handfuls of flat parsley 
1 bay leaf 

Half tsp black peppercorns 
150g mixed basmati and 
wild rice 

150g French beans 
squeeze of lemon juice 

3 tbsp extra virgin olive oil 


Smoked ham hock with 
wild rice and French 
beans 

Instructions 

■ Put the ham hocks in a 
pan with the carrot, celery, 
onion, some pepper and a 
handful of parsley. Pour 
enough water over to cover 
and bring to the boil. 
Remove any scum that 
comes to the surface, and 
then simmer with lid on for 
3-4 hours. 

■ Leave the hocks to cool 
slightly in the poaching 


stock. While still warm 
remove the skin and fat. 
Break the meat into flakes 
and put into a bowl. 

■ Measure 1 litre of the 
stock and pour into a 
saucepan and add your rice. 

■ Bring to a boil then turn 
down to a simmer and cook 
for about 20-25 minutes 
until tender. 

■ Blanch your beans in 
some boiling salted water for 
3-5 minutes and then drain 
and place in cold water or 
under a running tap, then 
drain. 


■ Drain your rice once 
cooked in a colander then 
place the colander over the 
pan with the lid on to steam 
your rice. 

■ Once your rice is dry add 
to the ham with the beans, a 
squeeze of lemon juice, 
some olive oil, and a pinch 
of black pepper and a 
handful of parsley (you 
shouldn’t need any salt as 
the ham is quite salty), 

Also remember you can 
keep the leftover stock from 
the ham to use for soups or 
sauces. 


More Hospice Neighbours needed to help out 


A HOSPICE scheme to help people in need has been 
such a success that it is in desperate need of more 
volunteers. 

St Nicholas Hospice Care’s Hospice Neighbours 
aims to help people with everyday tasks - such as 
walking the dog or picking up a prescription.

Since the scheme launched in Haverhill a year ago, 
Hospice Neighbours have visited patients in the town 
125 times and spent more than 152 hours helping and 
offering companionship. 

Kay Newman, Hospice Neighbours Co-ordinator, 
said: “The sad fact is there are currently only eight 
volunteers looking after 17 patients, and we have two 
patients who have recently been referred on hold. 

“We really need volunteers to sign up for the 
scheme. They can give as much or as little time as 
they like, and they will receive full training.”

WEST Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock is spearheading 
calls for former RBS boss Sir 
Fred Goodwin to be stripped 
of his knighthood. 

The Conservative, whose 
constituency includes New¬ 
market and Haverhill, has laid a 
motion in the House of 
Commons calling for the honour 
to be forfeited. 

The motion expresses 
frustration that the banker 
retains the title “despite being 
largely responsible for the 
decisions that led to the Royal 
Bank of Scotland requiring the 
largest bailout in British history 
and of any bank worldwide, at a 
cost of £45.5bn, more than £2,300 
for each family in the UK or the 
entire defence budget”. 

It concludes: “In light of his 
actions, which have been singled 
out in the recent Financial

Services Authority report as an 
overwhelming failure of top-level 
corporate governance, it is 
perverse and unacceptable that 
he should retain this title, which 


should be forfeited so as to better 
reflect the severity of his actions 
and depth of his management 
failure.” 

Prime Minister David Cameron 
is understood to be “symp¬ 
athetic” to the calls to strip Sir 
Fred of the award and said it was 
“right” it was reviewed. 

Sir Fred was chief executive of 
RBS, overseeing its rise to one of 
the biggest banks in the world, 
from 2001 to 2009, when he took 
early retirement with a pension of 
about £700,000 a year - shortly 
before massive losses were 
announced and the bank had to 
be effectively nationalised, 
leading to widespread public 
criticism. 

Mr Hancock is close to top 
Tories, having previously served 
as chief of staff to George 
Osborne, now Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, when the party was in 
opposition.

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Mum trying to turn tragic 
loss into positive action 


Last summer, Anne Thorn’s world fell apart 
when her son Toby - a seemingly carefree, 
happy-go-lucky 23-year-old - killed himself 
in a field in Ely. Here, she shares her 
heartbreaking story, and looks for answers 
about why he did it - and why suicide 
remains the single biggest killer of young 
men in the UK.

A T 10pm on 
Sunday the 
,10 th of July 
2011, a policeman 
knocked at my door. 
He’d come to tell me 
that my son Toby 
had taken his own 
life. 

I didn’t fall to floor 
weeping, as they do in TV 
dramas; my brain just 
couldn’t process the 
information. I was in 
shock. I remember saying 
to him: “My life will never 
be the same again now, 
will it?” 

All I could think of was 
cancelling the chimney 
sweep, who was due to 
turn up the next morning. 

I just kept functioning 
when it was impossible for 
me to be functioning. I 
ended up comforting this 
poor young policeman, 
who was only three years 
older than my son. He’d 
been sent on his own to 
deliver this news, and just 
looked lost and 
frightened. 


During the next two 
weeks I bore the 
unbearable. I stood in a 
field in Ely on the spot 
where my son took his last 
breath. I saw my son’s 
lifeless body lying on a 
table. I put my arms round 
him and told him it was 
OK and that I understood. 
But it wasn’t, and I didn’t. 

I bought new clothes for 
him to be cremated in. 

The funeral home handed 
me a black bin bag 
containing the clothes he 
died in, as if they were 
rubbish. I read a police 
report describing how he 
died, and later a post 
mortem report. 

Toby was a student at 
Anglia Ruskin University, 
studying computing. In 
his first year, things 
couldn’t have been better. 
He lived on campus, 
passed all his classes, and 
had his first girlfriend. 

I naively assumed that he 
was on the road to success 
and fulfilment. 

In his second year he 
moved into a shared 
house and, in the summer 


of 2010,1 found out that 
he’d stopped going to his 
lectures. We were in 
regular contact, but it’s 
hard to get young men to 
tell you what’s going on; 
this is one of the reasons 
young male suicide is 
more prevalent than 
female suicide - they just 
stay silent and don’t talk 
about their problems. 

We met with the 
university, who were very 
supportive, and allowed 
him to re-take some of his 
courses. He was offered 
counselling but I don’t 


know if he ever went. I was 
always on hand, offering 
support and love but, in 
the end, that was not 
enough. 

He seemed unfazed, 
happy-go-lucky. He had 
lots of friends, and several 
of them remarked on his 
carefree attitude towards 
life. I just thought he was 
finding his way in life and 
would be OK. 

I had no clue he was in 
such distress that he 
would even consider this 
as an option to ending his 
pain. I didn’t even know he 


was depressed or 
unhappy. There was no 
note, no last message to 
indicate that he loved me 
or had thought of me in 
anyway at the end. It 
would have marginally 
eased my pain if he had 
just left a final scrawl 
saying ‘Sorry Mum, I love 
you’. 

When someone takes 
their own life, people want 
answers. They want neat 
little explanations. At the 
inquest, the conclusion 
was that Toby killed 
himself because he had 


problems at university and 
was in debt. I know it was 
far more complicated than 
that, and from research I 
have done since, I believe 
there were many complex 
factors that, added 
together, led to his action. 
It is also possible that he 
had an undiagnosed 
mental illness, but there is 
no simple neat 
explanation. 

Toby’s funeral was at the 
Cambridge Crematorium. 

I met his friends, who were 
as shocked as I was, each 
one scarred and changed 
forever. They should be 
going to parties, not 
funerals. It floored me 
seeing them gathered 
around his casket, saying 
goodbye and crying. I 
couldn’t watch. 

They gave me a book 
that they had made, frill of 
wonderful stories, 
pictures, tributes and 
memories which I will 
treasure forever. That 
night, crying with grief and 
frustration, I shouted at 
the sky: “You stupid boy, 
didn’t you realise how 
much you were loved?” 

How do you tell people 
that your son took his own 
life or ‘killed himself’, as 
the coroner concluded at 
his inquest? It is too tragic, 
too awful for words. 
However it has happened 
to me, to my son, my 
family, and very quickly I 
realised I had a choice to 
make. The easy option 


would be to shut down 
and drown in grief; I have 
chosen to live the best life I 
can in the circumstances. 

One of the first things 
most people said to me 
was ‘I can’t imagine how 
you must be feeling’. This 
is one aspect of this 
unique type of grief that is 
so difficult. People literally 
can’t imagine how you feel. 
Hearing about the death of 
a 23-year-old man is hard 
enough, and when I tell 
them how he died, the 
shock and discomfort is 
palpable. 

As a parent, living 
through bereavement by 
suicide is different from 
any other kind of grief. Our 
job is to protect our 
children from harm, be 
there for them when they 
need us, and I have to live 
with the fact that he didn’t 
come to me for help. 

The guilt, the whys, the 
what ifs, the if onlys, 
destroy any semblance of 
normality and reason you 
ever had. They slay you 
and batter you, make you 
feel like you are going mad 
and bring you to your 
knees. They could take you 
to the same dark place 
where your child was 
when he made that fateful 
decision. 

Toby was my only child 
and I was a single parent. 
How can I live with the 
knowledge that after 23 
years of loving him, 
worrying about him, and 
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supporting him through 
every period of turmoil he 
had ever had, he chose to 
walk into a field and kill 
himself? 

Yet I have come to realise 
that I was not responsible 
for my son’s death. No one 
was, other than himself. I 
don’t blame him though, 
because I know he died 
from an illness; it was just 
an illness that no one could 
see. 

Having suffered this kind 
of bereavement is like 
having a disability, but no 
one can see it. You have to 
adapt and change, and 
learn to live differently. 

I have to learn to answer 
the question ‘So do you 
have children?’ I have to 
learn to listen to others 
talking about how proud 
they are of their child’s 
latest achievement, or 
about how much they love 
having their grandchildren 
around. At the sight of 
small boys in the street that 
look so much like Toby, I 
cannot hold back the 
sudden, spontaneous 
cascade of tears. 

I live with the knowledge 
that I will never know why 


he did it, or what was going 
through his mind at the 
time. He was in so much 
pain he chose death over 
life, even though he had a 
loving family and friends 
who would have done 
anything to help him. That 
is almost unbearable. 

If only people 
considering suicide could 
be visited by the ghost of 
Christmas future, to get a 
glimpse of the legacy of 
pain and guilt they will 
leave to their friends and 
loved ones, like Jimmy 
Stewart did in It’s A 
Wonderful Life, I wonder if 
it would make some of 
them think twice. 

My son was an intelli¬ 
gent, funny, sensitive, car¬ 
ing young man who had 
lost his way and couldn’t 
see a future, and some¬ 
where along the way a seed 
was planted in his mind 
that the solution was to 
leave this world perman¬ 
ently. I now know that this 
is the destiny of hundreds 
of young men every year. 

I have to remember all 
the years I had him, the 
love and joy we shared and 
the millions of happy 


memories. I have to cele¬ 
brate his life, not mourn 
his death, otherwise two 
lives will have been lost. 

He made a choice I will 
never understand, but I 
have to make a choice to 
live the best life I can, and 
attempt to turn my loss 
into a gift that I can give 
others. 

When this happened to 
me I felt so alone, but I 
now know there are 
thousands of other parents 
all over the UK who have 
lost a son or a daughter to 
suicide. I have started an 
internet support group for 
parents bereaved by 
suicide, specifically in the 
UK, so we can help and 
support each other. 

Finally, I send a message 
to any young person who 
is feeling depressed and 
hopeless. If you think you 
are a burden and the world 
would be better off 
without you, you are 
wrong. Please talk to a 
friend or family member, 
or contact CALM or 
PAPYRUS. You are loved, 
your life is valuable and 
you would be greatly 
missed.

Live Aid presenter set to visit 


A FAMOUS broadcaster whose 
record collection weighs seven 
tonnes will visit Haverhill as 
part of a UK tour. 

Andy Kershaw will be 
appearing in conversation 
about his life and widely 
acclaimed autobiography No 
Off Switch at Haverhill Arts 
Centre on March 10. 

As a teenager, he began by 
promoting major rock gigs. He 
was Billy Bragg’s driver and 
roadie one day and presenting 
Whistle Test and Live Aid the 
next. Andy has won numerous 
awards throughout his career 
working for Radio 4 and Radio 


1. More recently he was a 
presenter on Radio 3 and has 
also worked for the Rolling 
Stones and Bruce Springsteen. 

Born in Rochdale in 1959, 
his musical horizons were 
opened up by an early 
obsession with Bob Dylan 
which led him towards folk, 
blues, country, soul and 
gospel. 

He went to Leeds University, 
partly to study politics in the 
half-hope of becoming a 
journalist but chiefly because 
the student union at Leeds put 
on the biggest college 
concerts in the country. He ran 


their concerts for two and a 
half years, his line-ups a 
who’s who of early 80s music 
- concerts by The Clash, Elvis 
Costello and Black Uhuru, 
among others, were regular 
acts. 

In 1985, Andy was invited 
by Radio 1 and presented his 
own show for 15 years, after 
which he joined Radio 3 in 
April 2001. 

A journalist at heart, he has 
often reinvented himself as a 
foreign correspondent for BBC 
radio news and occasionally 
made travel documentaries for 
Channel 4. 


Man tried to stop officers detaining friend 


A MAN who had to be 
subdued with CS gas after 
trying to stop police arres¬ 
ting a friend has appeared 
in court.

On seeing police officers, the 
occupant of the property went to 
slam the door shut, but DC Kevin 
Went used his foot to stop the 
door shutting completely. 

DC Went and another officer 
went inside to arrest Mr Murray, 
but he resisted arrest and pulled 
away from them. 

D’Arville and another man 
tried to pull Murray away and 
then raised their arms towards 
the officers. 


They shouted threats and 
came towards the officers saying: 
“come on then”. 

Both were sprayed and went to 
the ground. DC Went then 
assisted his colleague in arresting 
Mr Murray. 

“DC Went suffered no injuries, 
but it was a fairly unpleasant 
incident,” Mrs Keppleman said. 

D’Arville, of Wellington 
Terrace, Haverhill, has four 
previous convictions for eight 
offences, including one public 
order offence in 2002. 

He was unrepresented in court 
and declined to explain his 
actions. 

He is unemployed and told the 
court he lives at home where his 
mother provides all his living 
expenses.

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Tainted love 


JENNIFER SHELTON talks to Cambridge graduate and 
actress Lydia Wilson about breaking the ultimate taboo 


NTERNATIONALLY- 
acclaimed theatre company 
Cheek by Jowl has made a 
name for itself the world over for 
its vivid and intense interpretations 
of classic texts. 

Last year they brought their brooding, 
hallucinatory Macbeth to Cambridge Arts 
Theatre. Now they’re returning with John 
Ford’s fearless tale of corruption and incest, 
’Tis Pity She s A Whore. 

Lydia Wilson, who graduated from 
Queens’ College in 2009, takes on the role 
of Annabella, whose passionate affair with 
her brother, Giovanni, forms the nucleus of 
the plot. She’s in Sydney for the start of the 
production’s 2012 run when I call for our 
pre-arranged chat - and has just been for a 
run round the Opera House. 

“It’s gorgeous here,” she enthuses. “It’s 
summer now so it’s really beautiful. I went 
running round the Opera House this 
morning and the harbour and the sea was 
just amazing.” 

In contrast to the Sydney sunshine, this 
dark, dramatic modern interpretation of ’Tis 
Pity loses none of the text’s original 
bloodlust, as Lydia explains. 

“It’s a bit like the Tarantino film, True 
Romance. There’s loads of blood... and 
they’ve put a bathroom on the set which 
feels really domestic and creepy. A lot of 
the violence takes place in the bathroom, so 
you can just glimpse it and, depending on 
where you are in the audience, you see 
different things.” 

As Annabella, Lydia has found herself in 
the midst of most of the play’s gory scenes, 
yet is enjoying playing a complex character. 

“You can go a lot of different ways with 
her, but the Annabella we’ve created is an 
affluent, troubled, lonely girl with a very 


intrusive imagination. There’s also a sense 
that everything that’s going on is her 
fantasy. It’s not quite ‘they woke up and it 
was all a dream’, but she’s driving the 
events, whereas in other productions she 
can be quite a passive character. So she has 
a hand in her own downfall - even to have 
her heart taken out is, for her, a kind of 
narcissism.” 

There aren’t many plays which put 
incestuous siblings in the lead roles, I 
venture. How are audiences responding to 
that? Is it hard for them to engage with the 
characters? 

“We’ve tried to locate it in the emotional 
register, so hopefully people will 
understand emotionally why these 
characters and doing these things,” says 
Lydia. “They get together quite early on, 
the brother and sister, and when we ran it in 
Paris for a month audiences said they were 
almost willing these people to get together 
because they can see their enthusiasm for 
each other. And it’s only afterwards that the 
horror of what’s happened becomes an 
issue. It’s kind of the ultimate taboo, I 
suppose,” she goes on, “so it’s a good 
allegory for considering where we draw the 
line, and where these desires to break 
boundaries come from. 

“In this production, they’ve been really 
keen to look at the family which these kids 
come from and see their behaviour not just 
as an isolated Romeo and Juliet scenario, or 
a romantic Victorian love story where they 
can’t help but fall in love, but actually as 
something they do as an antagonistic act 
towards their family and society.” 


As well as her work with Cheek by Jowl, 
since graduating Lydia has landed roles in 
Channel Four’s Any Human Heart and 
BBC’s The Crimson Petal and the White, 
and made her film debut in Never Let Me 
Go. Yet she owes her success to Cambridge, 
where her love of acting was kindled. 

“I loved it there. I’m from London, but I 
really enjoyed living in a smaller city. When 
I went home in the holidays, getting on the 
Tube, I found I’d really adjusted to Cam¬ 
bridge. It’s just so beautifUl. 

“It’s like a drama festival all year round, I 
couldn’t believe it. I did straight plays and 
comedies and directing ... and I got to play 
old ladies - things you can’t get away with 
in the real world! 

“It was so funny seeing people direct 
plays at the age of 19 -1 was like, what are 
you doing? You’re not grown-ups, stop 
pretending to be grown-ups! But then I 
realised once you’re a grown-up you’re just 
pretending anyway,” she laughs. 

What were her student theatre highlights, 
I ask? 

“We did a production of Romeo and 
Juliet with the ETG which went round 
Europe, that was a real highlight for me.” 

Naturally, Lydia’s keen to revisit a few 
old haunts while she’s back: “Do you know 
Dojos?” she enthuses. “Number 5 - the 
spring rolls - are amazing. But I wasn’t 
ever any good at punting -1 think I went 
once and my friend fell in.”

Lucy's a rising star 

A YOUNG folk artist who has been 
nominated in the Best Newcomer 
category and the Best Traditional 
Song Category in this year’s BBC Folk 
Awards brings her music to Cambridge 
this week. 

Back in November, Derby-born Lucy Ward played 
Ely Folk Club to great success, and on the same 
evening Mike Harding made the announcement on 
his weekly Radio 2 Folk Show that the singer had 
been nominated for the 2012 BBC Folk Awards. 

On top of that, her song, Maids When You ’re 
Young , from her debut album Adelphi Has To Fly, 
has also been nominated for Best Traditional Track - 
a category that included songs from folk stalwart 
Martin Simpson, Scottish singer Emily Smith and 
doyen of the English folk scene and Lucy’s all-time 
folk heroine, June Tabor with Oysterband. 

“It’s barmy,” says 22-year-old Lucy. “It was the 
singing of June Tabor that first got me interested in 
folk music and I’ve looked up to her as an 
inspiration since I started performing, and now I’m 
head to head with her for a folk award. Last summer 
we were in the green room at Shrewsbury Folk 
Festival at the same time and I really wanted to talk 
to her, but she is such an icon that I only mustered 
the courage to say ‘hi June’, then I scurried off.” 

Lucy started her singing career at the age of 15 
and since then has gone from strength to strength, 
being heard both on national and local radio. She 
plays guitar and concertina but considers her voice 
to be her first instrument. 

Her sets are an eclectic mix of traditional and 
modern folk interpretations, interspersed with her 
own songs. 

Her debut album was released last summer and 
received to positive acclaim led by a four-star review 
in The Guardian. She has just recorded her first 
single, a self-penned protest song called For The 
Dead Men which will be released on January 29. 

She has recently completed her first highly 
successful headline tour and has been snapped-up 
for this year's Cambridge Folk Festival.

They're all 


T HE news that hundreds of 
twitchers have descended 
on a quiet, coastal village 
in Hampshire to catch a glimpse 
of an incredibly rare Spanish 
sparrow may prompt some of us 
to dust off our binoculars to look 
out for unusual birds in our own 
gardens. 

And what better time? With the 
RSPB’s annual Big Garden Birdwatch 
taking place on January 28 and 29, when 
people are invited to spend an hour 
recording the birds they see in their own 
gardens and surrounding area to help 
provide a snapshot of bird numbers and 
species in Britain, we may see something 
other than wood pigeons or magpies. 

Indeed, the mild winter so far should 
have proved beneficial to birds in this 
country because there will have been 
more natural food available including 
insects and accessible berries, according 
to the RSPB. 

However, it is crucial that gardeners 
still top up their feeders and birdbaths 
because if it does turn cold, the birds will 
need sustenance, the charity warns. 

Last year’s Big Garden Birdwatch 
results showed that some of the smaller 
birds which decreased in numbers the 
previous year bounced back. 

Sightings of goldcrests, the UK’s 
smallest birds, doubled, long-tailed tits 
increased by a third and coal tits 
increased by a quarter. 

But in the last 30 years many species

have been in decline. Sightings of house 
sparrows, robins, chaffinches and 
starlings have all declined since 1979, 
while wood pigeons and collared doves 
have shown big increases. 

Indeed, wood pigeons have become a 
pest to gardeners who grow their own 
winter brassicas such as kale and purple 
sprouting broccoli, providing a veritable 
feast for these large birds. 

Some gardeners say the pigeons can be 
deterred by hanging up red cloths. Others 
resort to covering crops using netting. 

“Wood pigeons are happy in lots of 
different habitats, unlike other birds 
which aren’t so adaptable,” says Richard 
Bashford of the RSPB. 

“Some birds avoid gardens because 
they are so timid but wood pigeons and 
collared doves will do well in gardens. 
They will eat fruits, berries, grains and 
seeds and aren’t fussy.” 

The problem is that the sheer size of 
the bigger birds can scare off small birds 
which venture into gardens. Plus, wood 
pigeon numbers continue to increase as 
they are not as susceptible to cold 


of a 


weather and have a longer nesting season, 
producing more chicks per year than 
other species. The young are fed on crop 
milk, produced by their parents. 

However, there are specific foods 
which smaller birds love and which you 
might consider when re-filling your bird 
feeders. 

Small birds such as goldfinches love 
nyjer seeds and sunflower seeds. Peanuts 
are rich in fat and are popular with tits, 
greenfinches, house sparrows, 
nuthatches, great spotted woodpeckers 
and siskins. 

Crushed or grated nuts attract robins, 
dunnocks and even wrens. But never use 
salted or dry roasted peanuts and only 
buy from a reputable source. 

Fat balls are great for many birds, 
especially in cold weather, but make sure 
you remove them from any nylon mesh 
before putting them out, as birds can 
catch their feet in the mesh. 

Live food such as mealworms are 
relished by robins and blue tits, and may 
attract other insect-eating birds such as 
pied wagtails. 

Make sure the mealworms you buy are 
fresh. Any dead or discoloured ones 
shouldn’t be used as they can cause 
problems such as salmonella poisoning. 
Again, buy from a reputable source. 

Of course, your own planting scheme 
can also go some way to making your 
garden a haven for birds. 

A good hedgerow, with a mixture of 
deciduous trees, shrubs and climbers, will 
provide birds with both shelter and food.

Leave an area of your lawn to grow long, 
to encourage insects to it, and add some 
nectar-rich plants such as knapweed, red 
hot pokers, Michaelmas daisies, 
snapdragons, cornflowers and cosmos to 
your border. 

Red and yellow flowers are said to be 
the most frequented by birds. House 
sparrows can often be seen attacking red 
and yellow flowers in spring and autumn, 
eating buds and petals. 

Berried plants including the spindle 
bush, the rowan, holly and hawthorn are 
also a magnet to birds. 

When buying bird food, avoid seed 
mixtures that have split peas, beans, dried 


rice or lentils as again only the 
large species can eat them dry. 

Consider also that kitchen scraps such as 
cut-up fruit, cake crumbs, grated cheese 
and uncooked porridge oats are likely to 
attract bigger birds. 

If you select your bird food carefully, 
hopefully you’ll soon have a host of 
winged visitors - and not only the large 
ones - to your garden.

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home.

Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place.

Electric car grant set to continue until 2015 


FEWER than 900 
applications for the 
Government’s £5,000 
grant towards an electric 
car were made last year. 

The figures came as the 
Government announced 
that the plug-in car grant 
will carry on until at least 
2015. 

Ministers announced that 
the grant will also apply to 
buyers of plug-in vans, 
who will get 20 per cent 
off, up to a total of £8,000. 

The Government said 
there were 892 
applications for the plug-in 
car grant last year and 
1,052 vehicles eligible for 
the grant had been 
registered. 


This grant offers 25 per 
cent-up to £5,000-oft 
the price of an electric car. 

But even with the £5,000 
grant, some of these 
electric vehicles still cost 
as much as £25,000. 

Announcing the electric 
van grant this week 
Transport Minister, 

Norman Baker, said: 
“Electric vehicles are the 
arrowhead for a low- 
carbon revolution in 
motoring and as more 
models come to market, 
well begin to see sales 
gather pace. 

“Car buyers have had a 
year to take advantage of 
our grant and now it’s time 
for van buyers to get their 


chance to go electric. This 
is great news for 
businesses, given the 
lower running costs of 
these vehicles-fleet 
buyers tell us that this is 
one of the most important 
factors influencing their 
decision on what to buy. 

“It is radical initiatives 
like these which will allow 
us to create a transport 
system that both cuts 
carbon and is an engine 
for economic growth.” 

Business Minister Mark 
Prisk said: “Supporting 
ultra-low carbon 
technology in vans makes 
sense. An upfront 
purchase grant, when 
combined with lower 


running costs and tax 
benefits, can make 
switching to an ultra-low 
carbon van an attractive 
choice for businesses.” 

Nissan said it “welcomes 
the announcement to 
extend the Plug-in Car 
Grant to motorists buying a 
new electric vehicle” and 
noted that “the grant now 
applies to vans, giving 
buyers 20 per cent-up to 
£8,000 - off the price of 
an electric van”. 

“This announcement 
comes at a time when 
Nissan is conducting real- 
world tests of a prototype 
zero-emission all-electric 
delivery vehicle in 
London,” added Nissan. 


FedEx Express and Nissan 
are collaborating over a 
two month period to eval¬ 
uate how the NV200 elec¬ 
tric vehicle (EV) prototype 
copes with the rigours of 
daily duties in the capital. 

James Wright, managing 
director at Nissan Motor 
(GB), said: “This 
announcement reinforces 
the Government’s commit¬ 
ment to improving air 
quality in cities and re¬ 
ducing carbon emissions. 

The Nissan Leaf, the 
world’s first mass 
produced 100 percent 
electric vehicle, on sale 
since March 2011, 
qualifies for the £5,000 
grant for electric cars.

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Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 



Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 


• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Paffett works hard to forget bad season 


AS a former German Touring Car (DTM) 
champion and current McLaren FI reserve 
and test driver, Gary Paffett can draw on 
plenty of experience as he looks ahead to a 
more successful year. 

But despite being a well-established figure 
with Mercedes in DTM and McLaren in FI, 
the Haverhill driver is working harder than at 
any other point in his career. 

As well as the DTM campaign, Paffett is 
hoping to play his part in producing an FI car 
that will give Lewis Hamilton and Jenson 
Button a genuine chance of challenging for 
the drivers’ championship. 

“I’ve only ever experienced the workload 
increasing,” he said. “I’m working more now 
than I ever have done before, and I do it 
because I want to, and have to. 

“You have to make the most of the time you 
have (in your career). I’m at a point where I 
can do a lot of stuff in motorsport and I want 
to do as much as I can, because a racing 
driver’s career is relatively short.” 

Paffett spent Christmas and new year at 
home with wife Lisa and sons Harvey, 

Freddie and Alfie, but preparations for the 
new season are already well under way and 
testing is just a few weeks off. 

And following a disappointing 2011 in the 
DTM, the 30-year-old driver is looking 
forward to putting last year’s frustrations 
behind him. 

The 2005 champion had to settle for seventh 
as a combination of mechanical failures, lack 
of pace and bad luck ruined his season. 

“My aim is always to be fighting for the 
championship and to not have one podium 



finish was really disappointing,” he said. 

“It was very frustrating to be off the pace, but 
there were usually reasons why it was 
happening. It was a case of sorting all the 
problems out, but we’d sort one thing out and 
something else would happen. 

“It was difficult to keep up with all the 
problems we had. Myself and the team didn’t 
have a good year, so all of us need to 
improve to try to make sure this year we 
have a better season.” 

This year’s DTM begins at the Hockenheim- 
ring on April 29 and promises to be more 
fascinating than usual as BMW have entered 
the fray to compete alongside Mercedes 
and Audi. 

But Paffett said: “I don’t think DTM can get 
any harder than last year. The competition 
we had, the depth of talent and how close the 
cars were, was as close as anything I’ve 
seen. This year I expect there to be larger 
gaps because we have new cars and a new 
manufacturer coming in. I don’t expect it to 
be as close to start with.” 


While Paffett’s DTM challenge struggled to 
get going in 2011, things were initially not 
much better in FI as McLaren struggled to 
compete with the pace of Red Bull. 

Another slow start in 2012 is almost 
unthinkable for former world champions 
Lewis Hamilton and Jenson Button, and 
Paffett stressed the need for the team to hit 
the ground running in time for the opening 
Grand Prix in Melbourne on March 18. 

“Last year we went down a route with an 
exhaust system that once we started testing 
clearly wasn’t working,” he said. 

“We learned a lot of lessons last year. 
Hopefully, we can start testing in time for the 
first race and be competitive. 

“At McLaren we have the best ability to 
improve the car during a season, but we 
need to start better and then perhaps we can 
start challenging. Ideally we want to be in 
front, not catching up.” 

Paffett has been involved in FI since 2006 
and still hopes to secure a race seat in the 
future. The vast amounts of money that 
drivers are expected to bring to a team is a 
cause for concern, but he believes that 
allowing the top teams to field an extra 
car would create more openings for 
emerging talent. 

He said: “You do get people who have big 
budgets who buy their way into FI, but there 
are talented drivers who buy their way into 
FI as well. It’s a shame that half the grid 
needs funding from a driver to be able to 
race. We’re at the pinnacle of motorsport 
and yet the teams actually need money from 
the drivers.”

Trouble on the 
road for Rovers 


HAVERHILL Rovers would 
be the big losers if league 
re-organisation plans are 
rubber-stamped. 

Under the Lootball 
Association’s proposal, 
Mid-Anglia’s five Ridgeons 
League, Premier Division 
clubs would move into an 
Eastern Division with 
teams from the United 
Counties League, which 
would be disbanded. 

The LA’s reasoning is 
that they want to reduce 
the number of leagues at 
step five from 14 to 12 
before the 2013-14 season. 

However, the Ridgeons 
League have produced a 
mileage analysis for the 
current Premier Division 
clubs, and three - Rovers, 
Newmarket and 

Mildenhall - would be 
severely hit by travelling, 
while two would be 
better off. 

Haverhill would be the 
biggest losers by having an 
extra 569 miles added to 
their season’s travelling, 


with their average away 
trip going up by 25 miles. 

Mildenhall would be on 
the road for an extra 378 
miles and Newmarket 
would have 219 miles 
added to their annual 
journeys. 

However, Ely City and 
CRC would not be 
complaining, with the 
former having 74 miles 
knocked off their total and 
the latter being on the 
team bus for 106 miles 
fewer. 
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
